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SCHOOL REPORT: 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Allenstown: 


I have the honor of submitting to you my third annual 
report of the work done in your schools. 


DOMESTIC SCIENCE AND MANUAL TRAINING 


The work in these departments is being carried onas 
last year. No material change has been made in the 
outline of study for these branches. “i 

The enrichment of the curriculum by the introduction 
of Manual Training and Domestic Science has increased 
the enrollment in the Village School sixty (60) percent. 

This large increase in the number of scholars has 
made the classes in these departments more difficult to 
manage and has necessitated the employment of another 
teacher for a part of each school week. 


MUSIC AND DRAWING 


Excellent work has been done by the instructors in 
these departments, Martha F. Gale and Edith S. 
Wattles. Weare fortunate to retain them in our corps 
of teachers. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION 


The work of the Medical Inspectors has resulted in 
improved school-room sanitation, in greater attention to 
personal hygiene, in checking the spread of contagious 
diseases, and in preventing the same, and most impor- 
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tant of all in developing among pupils, parents and 
teachers a higher appreciation of good health, andin the 
thorough instruction in ways of dealing with defective 
teeth, sight and hearing. 

Attention is called to the report of the Medical In- 
spectors. 


REPAIRS 


The basement under the Domestic Science room was 
remodeled into a Manual Training room, in size 30' by 
30'. The walls and ceiling were finished in chestnut. 
The floor was covered with asphaltum four inches in 
depth and upon this was placed a floor of maple. 

Through the generosity of Dr. Clarence E. Butterfield 
a fireplace was built in this room, which made a great 
addition to the aesthetic and architectural beauty of the 
room. It provides excellent ventilation as well as a con- 
venient means of disposing of shavings and other waste 
material from the benches. 

Mrs. G. F. Whitten kindly loaned to the school a 
valuable and ornamental set of fireplace furnishings. 
These are highly valued by pupils, teachers and patrons 
of the school. 

The school authorities hope and expect that this room 
will be used frequently as a social center for this com- 
munity. 

On September 24th, 1915, a large number of citizens 
assembled in this room to listen to an excellent and 
helpful address given by -Hon. Henry C. Morrison on 
The New and Vital School Problems of the Day. 

Mr. Morrison congratulated the school] board upon the 
improvements which they had made in the school build- 
ing and spoke encouragingly of the work which was 
being done in this school. 

At the close of this meeting the Suncook Parent- 
Teachers Association was reorganized and a full board 
of officers elected. 

3—Allenstown 
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Any person interested in the welfare of the school and 
the community is invited to become a member of this 
organization. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I would recommend that musicand drawing be taught 
by the same instructors. 

That medical inspection be conducted as in the year 
last past. 

That a sufficient sum of money be raised to complete 
the needful repairs on the school buildingsand grounds. 

That a sufficient sum of money be raised to employ 
competent and well qualified teachers. 

That the School Board report three hundred fifty 
dollars for books and supplies. 

That the School Board report seven hundred for High 
School tuitions. 

In conclusion I wish toexpress my appreciation to the 
citizens, school board, teachers and pupils for their 
cordial support.

Puysicians’ Report 


As in previous years medical inspection has been 
carried outinthe Allenstown schools. Atthe beginning 
of the school year a careful physical examination was 
made of each child and each parent notified of any defect 
which was observed in his or her child. 

The physical condition of the children seemed to be 
rather better than in previous years. No cases of tu- 
berculosis were discovered. 

There seems to bea failure on the part of many of the 
parents to appreciate the importance which diseased 
teeth play in the health of the child. 
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A few cases of eyeand ear troubles have been observed 
and properly treated. 

The health of a school depends on two things: first, 
the sanitation of the building, for which your school 
authorities are chiefly responsible, and second, the per- 
sonal hygiene of the children. In this matter a closer 
co-operation between parents and physicians is de- 
sirable. 

There is still one apparent defect in our present 
system and that is, that having discovered a physical 
defect or unhygienic condition we have no power to 
follow it up or to relieve the condition. } 

It is obviously poor economy to attempt to get 100% 
efficiency of work out of a child who has 50% vision or 
from one who loses 25% of time on account of frequent 
colds caused by diseased tonsils or neglected teeth or 
running ears. 

What we need is the efficient services of a competent 
school nurse, to follow up the work of the school physi- 
‘cians. She would go into the homes of the children 
whose parents pay no attention to the notices sent and 
_ explain the dangers of the untreated defects and urge 
the treatment which has been advised. She would also 
visit all children who are absent on account of illness and 
thus shorten the time of necessary absence as well as 
‘aid the truant officer in his work by making sure that the 
child is absent on account of illness instead of any other 
cause.
